In all the other provinces there is waste 
land that can be turned to account by a 
tree crop and in no other known way, 
sections where forests are required to 
regulate moisture supply and prevent soil- 
drifting. And timber is a permanent and 
increasingly valuable asset to any coun- 
try, one without which industry of many 
kinds cannot be carried on. 

Canada could eventually recover the 
whole cost of unemployment relief if it 
used idle men in whatever numbers that 
can advantageously be done to protect and 
extend vur forest resources.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. Cowper 

War is brewing in both hemispheres. The “war 
to end war"—if that really was its objective—failed 
of its pufpose. Nineteen years after Britain entered 
the “war to end all wars’ and less than fifteen 
years since the weary combatents rejoiced at the 
Armistice, Europe is again an armed camp with 
three million men under arms, seven thousand 
military aircraft equipped with every device to 
rain death out of the clouds and the wer spirit 
ablaze in certain parts of Europe. 

On both sides of the mis-named Pacific Ocean 
nations are in a race to put on the greatest amount 
of new shipping before hostilities begin. 

This is a discussion as unpalatable as one well 
can be, but there is no virtue in refusing to look 
at facts. They may have quite an effect on the 
world wheat situation before another year is over 
—much more than the prematurely heralded “act 
of God” in sending drought to the middle states and 
grasshoppers into Canada, 

ak * v 

Perhaps the phrase “war to end war” was only a 
business slogan used to “sell” the war to the 
classes who had to do the fighting, and whose sur- 
vivors, after the war was over, have to do most of 
the paying. One thing is clear, the war of 1914-18 
neither removed the causes nor the inclination to- 
ward war. France's policy in bonusing home grown 
wheat is really a preparatory war measure. Henry 
Morgenthau, who was U.S, ambassador to Turkey 
in the early days of the war, and who was a 
representative at the Economic Conference and a 
delegate at the wheat parley, says: 

All Europe is ready for war. France is work- 
ing tooth and nail to be self-contained. Condi- 
tions al! over Europe are similar to what they 
were in 1913. All the countries are expending 
more for armaments. Al! distrust each other 
«+. The masses of the people want peace but 
the leaders want wer. 


The policies of Hitler are the immediate pro- 
vocations to war in Europe. The four feet eleven 
inches of Engelbert Dolfuss the Austrian bantam 
chancellor, stand in the way of the triumphant 
Hitler. Britain, France and Italy, who with Ger- 
many recently concluded a ten-year peace pact, 
have intervened to prevent Hitler from using pres- 
sure upon Austria. What will the next move be? 

Present troubles in Europe have their roots in 
the dismemberment of Austria and the curtail it 
of Prussia. Germany wants the “Polish corrid 
and upper Silesia back from Poland. She also seeks 
return of the portion of Schleswig ceded to Den- 
mark, after its inhabitants by plebiscite had de- 
cided for Danish allegiance 

Austria, so dismembered as to be a body

since Japan settled down to hold the Caroline and 
Marshall groups with their threat at Manila and 
Hawaii. The attitude of Britain and France in the 
event of a U.S.-Japanese clash in the Pacific, is

On July 11, U. S. Secretary of the Navy Swan- 
son announced a new naval! policy for United 
States, calling for an aggressive program to build 
up the US. navy to a position “second to none in 
conformity with treaty provisions” It provides 
for four new naval bases, two on the Pacific and 
two on the Atlantic eoast, the development of the 
navy to # maximum of battle strength and the 
development of heavier-than-air craft as auxiliary 
weapons “to the fullest complement authorized.” 

On August 2, Japanese army and navy chiefs 
presented estimates for the 1934-5 defense expen- 
ditures, # third greater than in any previous year 
in its history, and 45 per cent greater than for the 
current year. The construction program for three 
years comprises sixty wer and auxiliery ship 
the modernization of four existing battleships and 
airplane carriers, and an addition of eight more 
squadrons of airplanes to the existing thirty-one 

The A. P. despatches from Tokio frankly say 
that “The navy building program of the Roosevelt 
adininistration is believed by Japanese and foreign 
authorities here to be the primary motivating in- 
fluence in Japan's projected increase in marine 
fighting power”

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 


One with bow-legs may be able to hide the de- 
formity to some extent with clothing, but in a bath- 
ing suit the condition is very apparent and may 
spoil the appearance of an otherwise well-formed 
figure. 1 receive approximately an average of 
twenty letters a week about the correction of this 
deformity. Unfortunately, most 
of the letters are from men and 
women who are themselves suf- 
fering from this deformity, 
rather than from mothers or 
fathers who wish to correct the 
condition in children. Few 
adults would be affected with 
this deformity if the knowledge 
of preventing it had been wide- 
ly known when they were in- 
fants. It is safd, indeed, that 
bow-legs are allowed to develop 
because the cure, easy in babies, 
becomes increasingly difficult

as the bones harden during maturity. 

Most babies are born somewhat bow-legged be- 
cause of the confined pre-birth position, but the legs 
should readily straighten until there is no noticeable 


bow at the age of two years. The development of 
normally sheped limbs takes place in practically 
every instance if the baby is properly fed. In the 
comparatively few cases of congenital deformities 
or contracture due to infantile paralysis, physical 
treatment or the wearing of braces may be needed 
at least for a time. 

Most cases of bow-legs, however, are due to a 
prolonged malnutrition or the deficiency disease, 
rickets. These conditions are readily corrected dur- 
ing infancy or early childhood by the use of a cor- 
ectly balanced diet, though, after teh bones have 
reached their full growth, there is little probability 
of improvement. Most cases of bow-legs are caused 
by the baby’s diet containing starches and hugars 
and not being rich enough in bone-building sub- 
It should be remembered that babies re- 
quire no food and that wholesome milk 
with the addition of orange or tomato juice sup- 
plies all of their requirements. If the mother notices 
that the child's legs are bowed enough to be alarm- 
she may be able to correct the deformity by 
giving the baby sunbaths which enable it to use the

In adults the trouble is less readily corrected 
n some cases treatment proves useless. How- 
nd the knee joint,

it will gradually assist the bend 
in becon re If ar itis is present, 
the exercise should not be used. Bends in the calf 
of the leg, though not correctable, can be made less 
cable by devel muscles in the inner 
and bends in the thigh can be made 
less noticeable by developing the muscles in the 
inner side between the knee and the groin.
